GUINEAN MINISTERS: TWO MINISTERS PROM GUINEA PAID A BRIEF 
COURTESY CALL ON ME. THEY TOOK THE OCCASION TO RENEW 
THEIR GOVERNMENT'S REQUEST FOR ADDITIONAL PL-480 TITLE I 
FOOD ASSISTANCE FOR THE CURRENT YEAR, AS WELL AS TO SUBMIT 
THEIR REQUEST FOR PL-480 COMMODITIES FOR FY-1977. I SAID 
THAT WE WOULD CONSIDER THEIR REQUEST IN LIGHT OF COMMODITY 
AVAILABILITIES, OUR CROP HARVESTS, AND REQUESTS FROM OTHER 
NATIONS. 

ASSISTANCE FOR SOUTHERN APRICA: I PARTICIPATED IN A 
MEETING CHAIRED BY CHUCK ROBINSON, WHICH DAN PARKER AND 
KEMPTON JENKINS ALSO ATTENDED, TO DISCUSS TACTICS FOR 
CONGRESSIONAL CONSIDERATION OF ASSISTANCE TO SOUTHERN 
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AFRICA IN THE FACE OF SEN. ALLEN'S OPPOSITION. 
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MONDAY: I WILL MEET WITH THE ARCHBISHOP OF DAKAR, THE 
BRAZILIAN AMBASSADOR, AND THE MINISTER OE THE ISRAELI 
EMBASSY.

EL SALVADOR: SWEARING IN OF NEW AMBASSADOR - OUR NEW

WAS SWORN IN THIS AFTERNOON. A STRONG CONTINGENT FROM 
MEXICAN-AMERICAN GROUPS AND ORGANIZATIONS WAS PRESENT. 

ECUADOR: DETENTION OF ALLEGED SUBVERSIVE CATHOLIC 
CLERGY - THE GOE BROKE UP AN INTERNATIONAL CONCLAVE OF 
CATHOLIC PRELATES IN RIOBAMBA AND TOOK THE PARTICIPANTS 
INTO CUSTODY ALLEGING THEY WERE DISCUSSING "SUBVERSIVE" 
PLANS. THE CLERICS INCLUDED SEVERAL ARCHBISHOPS, A DOZEN 
OR MORE BISHOPS AND MANY PRIESTS. FIVE US CITIZENS IN- 
CLUDING AN ARCHBISHOP AND THREE BISHOPS WERE INCLUDED. WE 
HAVE HAD CONSULAR ACCESS AND THE GOE ASSURES US THE FOR- 
EIGNERS WILL BE PROMPTLY EXPELLED AS SOON AS TRANSPORTATION 
CAN BE ARRANGED. WE'RE ATTEMPTING TO GET ALL THE FACTS 
BEFORE RECOMMENDING ANY ACTION.

INDONESIAN- JAPANESE-US LNG NEGOTIATIONS. WE HAVE NOT YET 
RECEIVED ANY JAPANESE REACTION TO PHIL HABIB'S RECENT 
APPROACH TO THE JAPANESE AMBASSADOR IN WHICH WE INDICATED 
OUR STRONG HOPE THAT THE JAPANESE WOULD CEASE THEIR 
EFFORTS TO BREAK THE GENERAL DYNAMICS CONTRACT FOR FIVE 
LNG TANKERS. IN THE MEANTIME, LES EDMOND HAS BEEN IN 
CLOSE CONTACT AGAIN TODAY WITH DAVID LEWIS, THE CHAIRMAN 
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OF GENERAL DYNAMICS, IN TRYING TO DEVELOP A STRATEGY THAT 
WOULD STRENGTHEN GENERAL DYNAMIC'S POSITION. THE 
INDONESIANS HAVE BEEN VERY COOPERATIVE AND THE SHOWDOWN 
NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE JAPANESE WILL RESUME IN TOKYO ON 
SEPTEMBER 18. THE PRINCIPAL JAPANESE CLUB CONTINUES TO 
BE THE $400 MILLION CREDIT THAT THEY HAVE PROMISED 
INDONESIA FOR THE COST OVERRUN OF THE INDONESIAN ING 
FACILITY.

MINES KULPINSKI IN EARLY OCTOBER. SECRETARY KLEPPE HAS 
AGREED TO SERVE AS HOST AND KULPINSKI WILL MEET WITH ERDA 
OEFICIALS AND PRIVATE ENTERPRISES ALSO TO MAINTAIN THE 
MOMENTUM IN THE COOPERATIVE PROGRAM IN COAL MINING AND 
GASIEICATION/LIQUEFACTION.

WILL APPEAR ON NAMIBIA SEPTEMBER 26. THE SUBCOMMITTEE
